2. Follow latest spray schedule 
for control of elm bark beetle car- 
riers of the Dutch elm disease 
fungus, and also employ any other 
treatment known to control the di- 
sease. 

3. From late April to early June 
apply elm spray as needed to con- 
trol insect and fungus pests that 
attack leaves, especially the elm
